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REVIEW 


Overview 


' The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in 
South Australia for June 1994 was 2.4% above the May figure. This was 
a continuation of the upward movement evident over the past 8 months. 


The underlying trend estimaic for employed persons in South Australia 
has shown a slight upward movement over the past two months while 
the trend unemployment rate has remained constant for the past 4 
months. 


«The value of overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities 
during the three months to May 1994 was 9.4 higher than for the same 
period twelve months previously. 


Following a period of relatively strong growth in the latter part of 1993 
the estimated trend in monthly retail turnover for South Australia has 
been downward from February 1994, 


The May 1994 trend estimate for dwellings approved in South Australia 
was 2.0% above the April figure and this series has displayed an upward 
movement since December 1993. 


Over the twelve month period to May 1994, the weekly award rates of 
pay index for full-time adult employecs in South Australia increased by 
1.3%. 


In May 1994, secured housing finance commitments for owner occupied 
dwellings were 6.4% higher than in April and 36.8% above the May 
1993 figure. 


_ State Accounts 


Gross State Product The March quarter growth in GSP (trend estimates expressed in current 
prices) was 0.2%, the second lowest of all States and Territories. Growth in 
GSP continued te decline from the relatively strong growth experienced 
during most of 1992-93. Growth in GDP for Australia rose 1.5% for the 
corresponding period. 


Growth over the year to March quaricr 1994 was 3.1%, approximately 
one-half of the Australian average (6.0%). 


Stafe Final Demand 


International Accounts 
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Falls in wages, salaries and supplements (-0.7%} and indircct taxes less 
subsidies (-0.5%) have contributed to the low growth in GSP for the March 
quarter 1994. The gross operating surplus component of GSP has 
maintained steady growth with the March quarter increasing by 1.6%. 


Slate Final Demand (trend estimates in 1989-90 prices} increased 0.9% 
during March quarter 1994 to be 2.8% higher than the March quarter 1993. 
Although below the Australian average of 1.3%, SFD has steadily increased 
since the March quarter 1993. 


Increases in private final consumption expenditure (1.4%) and public final 
demand (1.4%) were tempered by a fall in private capital expenditure 
(-2.9%). The fall in privale capital expenditure was broad-based. with all 
major components (except real estate transfer expenses) declining by 
between 3.0% and 3.6%. 


Both public final consumption expenditure and capital expenditure 
contributed to the increase in public final demand, increasing by 1.0% and 
3.6% respectively.

Exports 


Overscas exports of South Australian produced commodities during the 
three months to May 1994 were valued at $1,060.9 million which was 9.4% 
higher than the level for the same period twelve months previously. In the 
latest three-month period metals and metal manufactures constituted 12.7%; 
cereals and cereal preparations 11.3%; meat and meal preparations, 9.0%; 
and wool and sheepskins, 7.1% of total exports.

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Exports to Japan accounted for 15.9% of the total during the period, 
followed by ASEAN countries (12.2%) and the Middle East (8.6%). 


Overseas imports into South Australia during the three months to May 1994 
(compiled from import documents lodged in South Australia) were valued at 
$688.7 million, 5.5% below the level for the same period twelve months 
previously. In the latest three-month period road vehicles, paris and 
accessories constituted 22.6%: machinery 20.7%, chemicals 9.3%; and 
petroleum and petroleum products, 9.1% of total imports.

Trend cstimates indicate that retail sales for South Australia have shown a 
decline of 0.4% in May from the Aprii 1994 figure compared with an 
Australian rise of 0.2%. The South Australian trend estimate following a 
period of relatively strong growth in the latter part of 1993 is now in 
decline. The retail turnover estimate in original terms for South Australia 
was $623,2 million for May an increase of 0.9% on the April level of $617.8 
million.

TREND ESTIMATES 
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The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrauions in South 
Australia for June 1994 was 2.4% above the May fipurc This was a 
continuation of the upward movement evident for the past 8 months. The 
seasonally adjusted estimate for Junc 1994 was 14.6% above May 1994 and 
13.5% above June 1993. In original terms there were 4,023 new motor 
vehicles registered in June 1994, 24.4% higher than May 1994 and 12.3% 
higher than June 1993. For new passenger vehicles only, the leading makes 
registered in June 1994 were Holden (704 vehicles), Ford (634), Mitsubishi 
(605), Toyota (574) and Mazda (148).

NEW MOTOR VEILICLE REGISTRATIONS 
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When the Match quarter 1994 is compared with the March quarter 1993, 
the number of holiday flats, units and houses available for short-term letting 
increased by 0.6% to 1,321. Unit nights occupied increased by 2.6% from 
58,970 to 60,475. The unit occupancy rate consequently rose from 49.9 to 
50,9. Accommodation takings increased by 7.8% from $3.3m to $3.5m 
while average takings per unit night occupied increased by 6.0% from $55 
to $59, 


Private new capital expenditure in South Australia for the December quarter 
1993 was $329 million, a decrease of 3.4% from {he previous quarter. New 
buildings and structures accounted for $70 million while equipment, plant 
and machinery amounted to $259 million. In the December quarter 1993 
survey businesses provided expectations of new capital cxpenditure for the 
six months to June 1994. By adding ihe estimate to actual expenditure 
incurred in the September and December quarters of 1993, estimates for the 
1993-94 financial year have been compiled. These estimates provide a good 
indication of the likely outcome for the year. The expected new capital 
expenditure for 1993-94 is $1,529 million, compared with actual 
expenditure in 1992-93 of $1,513 million. 


Dwelfing Approvals 


The May 1994 irend estimate for dwellings approved in South Australia was 
983. The steady improvement in this series. evident since December 1993 
when the estimate was 922. has been maintained by strong growth in the 
number (unadjusted) of dwellings approved (a 19.2% increase to 1,103) and 
the resultant rise in the seasonally adjusted estimate by 7.1% to 1,051. 
There will need to be an abnormally high fall (more than 20%) in the June 
seasonally adjusted value to halt the growth in the trend scrics for total 
dwellings. The Australian trend estimate for total dwellings has displayed 
renewed growth following a 34.5% rise in the unadjusted number of 
approvals and the subsequent 10.4% increase in the seasonally adjusted 
estimaic. The trend value of 15,895 is marginally lower than the previous 
highest monthly figure recorded for this series (15,973) in August 1988.

DWELLING UNITS APPROVED 
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With the release of the March quarter 1994 Building Activity data the 
estimate of dwelling units commenced in the quarter has been amended to 
2,549 (preliminary estimates were 2,556). The Australian estimate has been 
revised upward slightly to 40,864 but this still represents an 8.0% fall from 
the December level. During the March quarter most States expericnced 
reductions in the number of houses commenced and while there was an 
increase in the number of other residential units commenced in some States 
(ACT, Victoria, SA and WA) it was not enough io stop an overall decline 
in commencements being recorded. 


There was $26.7 million worth of non-residential building approved in 
South Australia in May 1994 compared with $36.1 million recorded in the 
previous month. Care should be taken in the interpretation of monthly 
variations in this data as the incidence of occasional large jobs has a 
significant impact. In May the largest job camc from the Educational 
caicgory and was valucd at $5.3 million. The Australian value of 
non-residential butlding was $612.2 million, (compared with $642.0 
million approved in April) and as a consequence the South Australian share 
of the national total dropped 10 just 4.4%. 


The total value of building work commenced during the March quarter 1994 
was $312.0 million in South Australia and $6,520.9 million Australia-wide. 
Both values are lower than in the previous quarter. Similarly the value of 
building work done dropped in the March quarter, with the South Australian 
estimate of $328.6 million being 13.3% down and the Australian figure of 
$5,842.8 million 13.9% lower than in the December quarter. The value of 
work yet to be done on jobs under construction at the end of the quarter m 
South Australia was $336.9 million while $8,631.0 million was outstanding 
nationally. 


The March quarter 1994 estimate for the valuc of engineering consiruction 
work done in South Australia was $179.2 million, a decrease of 4.6% from 
the revised December estimatc of $187.8 million. The Australian estimate 
also fell slightly, by 0.5% io $3,006.4 millien. In South Australia the 
greaicst movements between the quarters were recorded in the roads, 
highways and subdivisions category (from $61.7 million in December to 
$72.0 million in March) and in the heavy industry (oil, gas etc.) category 
which dropped from $17.3 million to $9.2 miltion in the March quarter.

In the March quarter 1994 the all groups Consuimer Price Index (CPI) for 
Adelaide rose 0.7%, resulting in an annual increase of 1.8%. Nationally 
prices rose 0.4% for the quarter and 1.4% on an annual basis. 


In Adelaide the price of potatoes in the March quarter was 59c per kg, 13% 
lower than the price twelve months ago and the lowest since the September 
quarter 1991. Prices for other fresh vegciables rose 15.7% from March 
1993. While mortgage interest charges have fallen 7.4% over the last 
twelve months, house insurance has risen 8.2% and home and contents 
insurance. 9.9%. Education fees in 1994 are 6.6% higher than in 1993 
while child care fees are 10.4% higher than onc year ago. 
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Prices of house building materials in Adelaide increased by 0.1% over the 
three months to May 1994 compared with a risc of 0.8% nationally. On an 
annual basis, Adelaide prices rose 7.3% compared with 3.7% nationally. 


MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
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Over the three months 10 May 1994 prices of materials used in building 
other than house building rose by 0.6% in Adelaide, compared with 1.1% 
for the weighted average of the six State capital cities. In Adelaide the 
iiems with the greatest price movement over the three months were 
ready-mixed concrete for which prices rose 4.2% and steel decking and 
cladding for which prices rose 3.3%. 


House Prices 
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In the March quarter 1994 prices of established houses rose 2.0%, while 
nationally prices rose 1.1% in the quarter. Prices for project homes rose 
1.5% in Adelaide, while nationally prices rose 0.4%. For the year ended 
March, established house prices in Adelaide fell 0.5% (Canberra was the 
only other capital to expericnce a fall), while prices of project homes rosc 
7.2%, (Darwin being the only capital to have a larger rise).

The estimated resident population of South Australia inercased by 1,444 
persons during the December quarter 1993 to 1,466,523. South Australia 
experienced a natural increase of 2,008 persons, a gain partially offset by a 
net interstate migration oulMow of 689 persons. 


The net gain {rom overseas migration of 125 persons in the December 
quarter was 786 lower than in the previous quarter. 


The underlying trend estimate for employed persons in South Australia has 
shown a slight upward movement over the past two months and was 
634,500 in Junc 1994, similar to the level of 12 months ago. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993 and at June 1994 was 7.868.600. The 
full-time cmployment estimate has increased by 2.1% over the last twelve 
months,

The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has remained at 10.8% for 
the past 4 months. The trend unemployment rate for males remained at 
11.2%. while the rate for females increased to 10.3% (from 10.1% in May 
1994), 


In June 1994, the trend estimate of the unemployment rate for Australia 
decreased to 9.9%, continuing a downward movement evident since October 
1993. 
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Leese South Australia 


The percentage of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
May 1994 was 17.3% compared with 16.9% in May 1993. 


There were 818 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia from March 1994 to April 1994. At only 3.1% of the national 
total, South Australia has experienced a relatively low level of industrial 
disputation over this period. 


In the twelve month period to April 1994, 17,500 working days were lost 
through industrial disputation in South Ausiralia. 


INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES 
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Short-term visitor arrivals to South Australia in April 1994 fell 14.2% from 
the March 1994 figure to a tolal of 5,871 but this was 16.2% above the April 
1993 total. 


Total short-term visitor arrivals to Australia in April 1994 numbered 
255,130. This was 17.0% lower than ihe previous month and 12.7% higher 
than in April 1993. The trend estimate for arrivals of overseas visitors in 
April 1994 was 1.9% higher than in March 1994.

Housing Finance 
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The State or Territory of stay of overseas visitors is determined [rom ihe 
intended address reported on arrival in Australian ports and airports. A 
short-term visit is any intended length of stay less than 12 months. 


Short-term departures of South Australian residents in April 1994 increased 
22.7% from the March figure to 10,656 but was 4.9% lower than in April 
1993, 


Departures of Australian residents in April 1994 fell to 185.075 a decrease 
of 3.6% from March and 2.5% lower than the April 1993 figure. The trend 
estimate for April 1994 was 0.2% lower than the estimate for March 1994. 


Average weekly ordinary time carnings of full-time employees in South 
Australia decreased slightly to $597.30 in February 1994, down from 
$599.40 in November 1993. Male ordinary time carnings decreased to 
$619.90, compared with $626.50 for the previous quarter. Female earnings 
increased from $543.20 in the previous quarter to $548.80. 


Average weckly total earnings for all employees amounted to $512.80 in 
February 1994, up from $492.50 in November 1993. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the twelve months to May 1994, the weekly award rates of pay index 
for full-time adult employees in South Australia increased by 1.3%. 


The largest annual movement of the index for full-time adult male 
employees has occurred in the construction industry with a 3.2% increase 
since May 1993. For adult females employed full-time. manufacturing was 
most prominent, with a 2.2% rise between May 1993 and May 1994. 


In May 1994. secured housing finance commitments for owner occupied 
dwellings totalled $330.9 million. This was an increase of $19.8 million 
(6.4%) on April 1994 and $89.0 million (36.8%) on May 1993. 


Financing commitments for construction of dwellings increased from $49.4 
million in April 1994 to $57.8 million in May 1994, This was the highest 
value ever recorded the previous highest being $51.9 million in July 1993. 
Financing commitments for purchase of newly erected dwellings and 
established dwellings also increased in May 1994, from $18.9 million to 
$20.4 million and $190.8 million to $198.3 million respectively.

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SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS TO INDIVIDUALS 
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Total personal finance commitments increased $20.5 million (14.7%) to 
$159.6 million in May 1994. 


This increase was evident for both fixed loan and revolving credit facilities, 
Revolving credit facilities increased $9.4 million (25.1%) in May 1994. 
Fixed loan commitments increased $11.2 million (11.0%) with the most 
significant increases occurzing within the categorics of ‘individual 
residential blocks of land’ (up 43.9%) and ‘other motor vehicles! (up 30.8%). 


In contrast to ihe above three indicators, total commercial finance 
commitments fell from $466.1 million in April 1994 to $440.1 million in 
May 1994. 


This decrease was reflected in commercial financing under revolving credit 
facilities which fell $70.4 million (31.5%) in May 1994. 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities, however, 
increased $44.5 million (18.3%) to $287.2 million in May 1994. This was 
mainly due to increases within the industries ‘wholesale trade (up 89.5%) 
and ‘property and business services’ (up 45.4%). 


COMMERCIAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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The value of goods under new finance lease commitments totalled $23.3 
million, an increase of $5.1 million (28.1%) on April 1994. 


The category ‘total motor vehicles' increased from $14.0 million to $15.3 
million, of which the component 'new motor cars and station wagons’ 
accounted for $1.1 million. Other goods that recorded significant increases 
in lease finance commitments were 'manufacturing equipment’ (up $0.9 
million} and ‘agricultural machinery and equipment’ (up $0.7 million).

New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


New motor vehicle registrations statistics are obtained 
cach month from the Motor Registration Section. 


During 1993-94, 38,586 new motor vehicles (excluding 
motor cycles} were registered in South Australia, a slight 
increase over 1992-93 when 38.471 vehicles were 
Fexistered. In addition 1,400 motor cycles were 
registered, 4.7% lower than in 1992-93. 


The most popular makes of passenger vehicles registered 
in South Australia during 1993-94 were Ford (7,391 
vehicles), Holden (7,371), Mitsubishi (6,268), Toyola 
(4.915) and Nissan (1,311). This order is similar io 
1992-93, The following graph illustrates the percentage 
share of the top four makes for these two periads.

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The most popular model registered in 1993-94 was the 
Holden Commodore/Calais (5,379). Other popular 
models were the Ford Falcon/Fairmont (4.502), 
Mitsubishi Magna (4,236) and the Tovota Camry (1,625). 


Motor Vehicle Census 


The last Motor Vehicle Census was conducted on 30 June 
1993 and provided counts of all vehicles on the register 
and was based on a snapshot obtained by the ABS from 
the Motor Registration Section.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
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Since the 1985 Census registrations of motor vehicles 
{including motor cycles) in South Australia have 
increased by 84,126, or 9.9%, to 932,821 vehicles. The 
total number of motor cycle registrations have decrcased 
from 40,981 in the 1985 Census to 29,220 in 1993, a fall 
of 28.7%. Passenger vehicles during the same period 
increased by 14.5% to 752,254. 


The average age of the vehicle flect in South Australia 
has been increasing for some time with the average of all 
vehicles on register in 1993 being 11.4 years, the second 
oldest of the States and Territorics behind the Tasmanian 
flect average ape of 11.8 years. The average age for the 
Australian total was 10.4 years m 1993, up from an 
average ape of 9.8 years in 1991 and 9.1 years in 1988. 


AVERAGE AGE OF VEIIICLES ON REGISTER 
BY STATE GF REGISTRATION 
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At 30 June 1993 there were 596 motor vehicle 
registrations per thousand of estimated population in 
Australia, an increase of 14 from 30 September 1991. 
South Australia recorded 639 registrations per thousand 


of estimated population in 1993. This compares with 
Western Australia which recorded the highest of the 
Stales aud Territories at 666 and the Northern Territory 
the lowest al 500. 


MOTOR VEHICLES ON REGISTER 
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Survey of Motor Vehicle Use 


The Survey of Motor Vehicle Use is a triennial survey 
which was last conducted in 1991. This survey collects 
vehicle usage data on alf motor vchicle types throughout 
Australia. and is able to provide dirccl comparisons 
between vehicle types across States and Territories. 


In the 12 months to September 1991 the total kilometres 
travelled by motor vehicles in South Ausiralia was 
estimated at 12,844 million, 8.5% of the Australian total 
of 150,389 million. In South Australia, passenger 
vehicles clocked up 9,982 million kilometres, (77.7%) of 
ihe total, light commercial vehicles, 1,692 (13.2%); 
trucks and buses, 1,022 (8.0%); and motor cycles 148 
(1.1%). 


For vehicles registered in South Australia 8,14] million 
kilometres (63.4%) were accumulated in the Adelaide 
nietropolitan arca, 3,961 (30.8%) were within the rest of 

“the stale and the balance of 742 (5.8%) were the result of 
interstate travel. 


The predominate purpose for travel was private use which 
accounted for 47.4% of total kilometres travelled. 
Business travel amounted to 30.9% and travel to and 
from work made up the balance. The total for business 
travel in the following graph includes non-load carrying 
vehicles.

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Road Freight Movement 


Road freight movement data is collected each quarter 
from enterprises which haul more than 20,000 tonnes of 
interstate road freight in a year. 


For the March quarter 1994, South Australia major 
freight forwarders moved 667,189 tonnes of freight by 
road interstate, of which 443.631 tonnes (66.5%) 
originated from Adelaide. The main centres receiving the 
freight were Melbourne (234,250 tonnes}, other Victoria 
(excluding Mclbourne and Geelong), 160.519 tonnes; and 
Sydney (139,769 tonnes). 


Also in (he March quarter 1994, South Australia received 
$55,199 tonnes of freight from interstate, 460.362 tonnes 
(82.9%) forwarded to Adelaide. The major originating 
centres were Melhourne (221,497 tonnes), Sydney 
(116.276 tonnes} and other Victoria (66,171 tonnes}.
